FIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY 
OF GENERAL BOOTH 


The Anniversary Observed With Ap- 
propriate Ceremony in Edmonton 
—A Marvellous Record of Heroic 
Achievement for God and Hu- 
manity. 


In accordance with the celebration 
in all parts of the world on Saturday 
and Sunday the Salvation Army in 
Edmonton observed the 8th annivers- 
ary of their great chief's birthday, 
hot by feastings and tonstings, but 
in keeping with those high purposes 
which have caused General Booth's 
Mame to become a household word in 
all parts of the world, 

On Saturday night there was a epec- 
jal commission service followed by the 


enrollment of eight recruits. The 
epecinl = services were continued 
throughout the day. Everywhere 
there was a note of thanksgiving 
sounded for a life that has been 
fraught with such blessing to the 
world at large, and to hundreds of 


thousands of lives in particular. No 
other living man has been privileged 
to see such a majestic crown. ng to his 
work—no other man has been so hon- 
ored by all classes, from royalty down- 
wards, as this great veteran octogen- 
arian, wh ohas just concluded a vig- 
orous campaign in some of the prin- 
cipal cities of Scandinavia, 

The significance of small things, 
when actuated by deep conviction 
and right principles, has been, by the 
factor of Time, as wonderfully demon- 
strated in William Booth’s life and 
work as in the case of Luther. That 
“never’’ uttered by a female voice, 
and ringing with as deep a realization 
of another path as ‘God's way” 
had already taken possessian of her 


os 


husband’s heart, settled for Mr. and 
Mrs, Booth their future course, and 
thus started, by a «single act, which 


was in itself a party with those infln- 
ences that sought to circumscribe their 
influence, a crusade that, in less than 
a quarter of a century, was to shake 
the world. Nobody foresaw it, and 
the rapidly developing movement was 
no less a surprise to its God-honored 
author than to others 

To employ another simile, the tiny 
barque was many times through suc- 
ceeding years—to human at 
least—almost swamped by relentless 
waves of opposition, obloquy and wil- 
ful slandering. Like the lifeboat, how- 
ever, she rose by her own inherent 
truth, integrity and weathered 
through, until spectators who had beer 
changed either from unreasonable 
doubters or indifferent observers, into 
enthusiastic admirers, and in the 
course of time she compelled atten- 
tion, and more, Think o? the abuse 
hurled within a quarter of a century 
about the head of this grand old vet- 
eran, and then recall that with'n the 
past decade he has been honoured 
with some of the hibhest emoluments 
the world can bestow. Among these 
are the rare honor of the freedom of 
the city of London, the D.C.L. degree 
conferred by Oxford, the audience 
with King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra, in which Their Majesties ex- 
pressed sympathy with his work, es- 
pecially among the poor; audiences 
with the kings of Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden, and latterly a most in- 
teresting interview with the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. Add to this 
the great honor accorded to the “good 
white head that all men know,” in 
all countries and from every concelv- 
able class and condition of human 
kind, and jt seems stranger than a 
romance. Where has his influence 
not touched? Observe the impetus 
given to church work and life, and 
its various activities, and the impress 
of General Booth’s vigorous tactics 
are past denial. Observe the measures 
brought before the British houses of 
parliament for the protection of wo- 
men,’ and especially children, and the 
jegisiation proposed by the recent poor 
law commission, and you find the per- 
sonality of the great humanitarian 
manifesting itself. 

In Canada he has been the guest of the 
Governordienera!l and Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernors of different Provinces. His keen 
observation, his touch of humor, and his 
infinite confidence in human nature, 
have all constituted an unique personal- 
ity that has made him a welcome visitor 
everywhere, and from all parts of the 
world and from all nationalities and 
colors and peoples, the Old Veteran wll 
he greeted with “hearty greetings on his 
Sith birthday.” ‘ 

A glance at some of the main points 
of his life will be of interest: 

Born April 10th, 1829, 

Converted at the age of fifteen, he be- 
came at once an active worker among 
the Methodists. 

Ratered Methodist 
Ministry, in 1852
